th a t 
v/ould tend to sh ow th a t th e al­ 
legation th a t Orange Logan was 
of unsound mind, was true. 
No will was found wh en 
th e 
D ecatur county m an died 
in 
19 26 but all h is 
property 
was 
transferred by deed to h is sec­ 
ond wife and th eir two 
ch ild­ 
ren leaving noth ing to h is first 
son. Th e deeds to real estate h ad 
been set aside in th e B arth olo­ 
mew circuit court in a 
sim ilar 
court action. Th e action in 
th e 
Rush circuit court concerns per­ 
sonal property only . 
Earl Logan, in h is testimony , 
stated th a t on th e death of h is 
fath er, h e filed papers of adm in­ 
istration 
and 
sim ilar 
papers 
were prepared and filed by 
h is 
step-m oth er to wh om deeds h ad 
been m ade prior to h is fath er’s 
death . Th e letters of adm inistra­ 
tion filed by Em m a Logan were 
adepted by th e court and th ose 
of th e son by a form er m arriage 
were rejected, h e told th e jury . 
Following Mr. Logan’s testim ­ 
ony , th e lawy ers for th e 
same 
m an, jum ped into th e field 
of 
ex pert testim ony to prove th at 
Oarnge Logan was insane.

BODY ARRIVED SUNDAY 
AT HOME IN CLEVELAND 


Paris, April 15—</P)—Dr. Hjal- 
mar Schacht, German 
spokes­ 
man, faced representatives 
of 
the creditors of his country today 
and apparently deferred tempor­ 
arily a positive answer of yes or 
no to their bill for damages in­ 
curred in the world war. 
After a closed plenary session 
of the ex perts committee on re­ 
parations lasting an hour and 
ten minutes, during which Dr. 
Schacht had the floor a great 
part of the time, the ex perts 
journed until 11 a. m., tomorrow. 
The only actual decision arrived 
at was not to publish the figures 
contained in the Allies bin at 
present. 
A wish of the creditor nation 
delegates to study their figures 
and ascertain just why they ar- 
rived at the totals contained in 
the bill was given as the official' 
reason for the adjournment, but 
since they were known to have 
studied 
the 
figures 
very 
thoroughly before 
arriving 
at 
them it was presumed the Ger­ 
mans wanted more time to study 
them. 
This time, it was believed Dr. 
Schacht aftd his conferees might 
attempt by private conversations 
with the creditor nation dele­ 
gates to scale down the annuities 
and total figures 
still 
further. 
There was nothing today to indi­ 
cate what these totals might be, 
but when they wfere handed to 
Germany 
Friday 
a 
present 
claims value of between $10,009 ,- 
000,000 and $12,000,000,000 and an 
eventual value of around $24,- 
000,000,000 was understood 
to 
have been approx imately the fig­ 
ures presented. 
President Loudon declared that 
public opinion was becoming im ­ 
patient of delay and rightly so.

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SUMMER TRAINING. 
Plans for the organization of the annu al 
su mmer training camps for citizens are going 
rapidly forward all over the United States, and 
du ring the su mmer months these camps will b e 
opened to thou sands of y ou ng Americans, who 
will b e tau ght the principles of ob edience, health­ 
fu l living and an idea of preparedness. 
Every commu nity is invited at this time to 
b e represented in these su mmer camps. 
The 
government pay s all expenses for this u ndertak­ 
ing, and applicants are sent to the nearest gov­ 
ernm ent fort or regu lar army camp. 
In Ru sh cou nty the qu ota for this y ear is 
eight b oy s, and only two vacancies now exist b e­ 
fore having the qu ota filled. There is a chance 
of more than the qu ota going from here, as oth­ 
er cou nties may not reach their share, and the 
left over list will b e distrib u ted among the cou n­ 
ties having a waiting list. 
The training camp sy stem is ou r strongest 
reliance in b u ilding u p at short notice a citizen’s 
army when a war emergency threatens. 
Bu t 
there is another influ ence that contrib u tes m a­ 
terially to the effectiveness of those camps and 
permits them to gradu ate their memb ers with 
su ch a high degree of proficiency in the short 
time availab le 
for instru ction. 
Many of the 
y ou ng men who enroll in the army camps are 
high school stu dents or have recently gradu ated 
from high schools. 
In most of those schools there are cadet or­ 
ganizations in which the b oy s get their first 
instru ction in the u se of arms and in military 
tactics. In many of them not only the manu al 
of arms and marching drill are tau ght, b u t the 
cadets are initiated into b attle formations, ru sh­ 
ing the enemy , effective u se of cover, and other 
accomplishments that make the efficient soldier. 
In many of ou r school organizations army 
officers are detailed as instru ctors, and army 
paraphernalia is loaned for the u se of the cadet 
corps. 
The school au thorities sanction the mil­ 
itary exercises, b u t in too many instances mili­ 
tary drill is not recognized as part of the regu lar 
school cu rricu lu m. 
Credits are not given for 
military proficiency as for high standing in oth­ 
er stu dies; 
school hou r periods arc not allotted 
for military stu dy , and the stu dent is not proper­ 
ly encou raged to enroll in the cadet corps. 
Compu lsory military training is antagonistic 
to American 
democracy and 
stu dents in ou r 
schools shou ld not b e coerced into it; neverthe­ 
less, military instru ction shou ld b e elevated to 
the same plane as other stu dies in the recog­ 
nized school cou rse. 
The mental discipline that comes from in­ 
stant ob edience to commands, the coordination 
of mind and b ody that u nconsciou sly follows, and 
the training of the individu al as one u nit of an 
orderly mass, have a psy chological valu e not 
fou nd elsewhere in the school sy stem. 
The equ ipment of a stu dent in worthy cit­ 
izenship is decidedly lacking if he has b een de­ 
nied generou s experience in all these factors of 
character b u ilding. 
The indirect b enefits from 
military 
instru ctions 
perhaps 
ou tweigh 
the 
direct, b u t the knowledge gained b y the y ou ng 
cadet will prove of immense valu e to him and in 
his cou ntry shou ld another emergency like that 
of 19 17 confront u s. 
Every school su perintendent and b oard of 
edu cation shou ld ponder the m atter and accord 
to military drill the part which it rightly de­ 
serves in ou r sy stem of pu b lic edu cation. 


OUR IDLE ACRES. 
There are ab ou t eighty million acres of idle 
forest land in the United States that shou ld b e 
at work. 
Eight million acres of idle forest land comes 
into b eing every y ear throu gh man-cau sed for­ 
est fires. 
It is plain where this wou ld lead to withou t 
a fixed forestry policy that will b u ild u p ou r tim ­ 
b er at least in small proportions to the rate at 
which it is b eing redu ced. 
Farmers especially shou ld awake to the cou n­ 
try ’s forest needs. 
One-third of all ou r forest 
land is in the farm of farm woodlots and small 
holdings. 
Farmers also are the greatest single 
class of wood-u ses. 
Here in this commu nity the most casu al ob ­ 
server has seen the way forest land has b een cu t 
over. 
Hu ndreds u pon hu ndreds of trees are cu t 
ou t annu ally and none is planted to tik e their 
place. 
The prob lem of ou r. diminishing forests will 
never b e solved b y state and federal agencies. It 
is one for every land owner to consider most 
seriou sly . 


MODERN YOUTH IS IMITATOR. 
Mu ch has b een said and equ ally as mu ch 
w ritten ab ou t the su pposed degeneracy of the 
y ou nger generation of the present day . 
In every age the same complaint has b een 
made b y the older against the y ou nger genera­ 
tion. 
It seems to b e a law of life. 
In this day we hear mu ch of the profligacy 
of y ou th. 
And we are very apt to ju dge the 
many b y the misdeeds of the few. . 
Most of u s, in passing ju dgment, forget that 
y ou ng people are imitators — nothing more. 
They do largely the things that they have seen 
their elders do. 
As one high 
school b oy so 
aptly pu ts it: 
“When I see one of ou r leading citizens take a 
corner 011 three wheels, I feel that I have a right 
to do the same thing, and I want to try it with 
Dad’s car.” 
The b oy s and girls don’t realize their lack 
of experience. 
They grow u p qu ickly , in their 
own estimation, as all parents know; and they 
feel they shou ld have privileges that come with 
matu rity .

Nicaragu a, has romo here in pu r­ 
su ance of his old liohb y , cru sading 
for happier relations b etween the 
United States and cou ntries of Cen­ 
tral America. 
T hat was how he happened to 
enter politics; tha t was w hat indi­ 
rectly elevated him to the consti­ 
tu tional presidency of Nicaragu a. 
Long b efore Hoover was heard of, 
Sacasa was carry ing the good­ 
will torch arou nd in his own cou n­ 
try , despite w hat seemed to he 
the efforts of recu rrent landing 
parties of American marines to 
shoot it from his hands. 
Dr. Sacasa is a phy sician? 
He 
has what might b e called an excel­ 
lent b edside m anner which will 
do him no harm as a diplomat. 
He gradu ated from the Colu m­ 
b ia University Medical School in 
New York and was an interne at 
Colu mb u s Hospital. 
He acqu ired 
an 
admiration 
for 
the 
United 
States along with the conviction 
that it was nowhere near as anx­ 
iou s to grab territory and oppress 
small nations as some Nicaragu ans 
b elieved. " 
Lectured His Patients 
Promu lgation 
of 
that 
idea 
among 
other 
phy sicians 
and 
among his patients b ecame his 
hob b y after he retu rned to prac­ 
tice in Nicaragu a. A man 011 the 
operating tab le, ju st b efore the 
anaesthetic, cou ld never b e su re 
that he wou ldn’t first have to lis­ 
ten to a good-will lectu re b y Dr. 
Sacasa. 
So great was his fame for that 
sort of thing that, while American 
marines were in Nicaragu a, in 
19 19 he was chosen b y a coalition 
of parties to go with Salvador 
Calderon Ramirez to Washington, 
explain Nicaragu an conditions to 
the Wilson government and seek 
moral su pport for a fair election 
in 19 20.

ab ou t .70,000 frau du lent votes had 
b een cast to elect, the Conserva­ 
tive candidate. Bu t, thanks to the

Diego Cham orro in 19 27 and an­ 
other marino intervention, there 
were fair elections in 19 24 and 
19 28 which elected Lib eral candi­ 
dates. 


Marines Kept Him O u t 
Sacasa., as every one knows, b e­ 
came 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
president 
throu gh his vice presidency u pon 
the ab dication of President. Solor- 
zano after the Chamorro cou p d’­ 
etat. He was kept from office b y 
American marines, b u t his gallant 
fight, against the Chamorro-Dias 
government ob tained for Nicara­ 
gu a a few million dollars* worth 
of free' advertising and finally re­ 
su lted in a victory for Sacasa’s 
ideas and ideals. And now here 
he is 
He tu rns ou t to b e a tall, slen­ 
der. gracefu l man, ju st short of 
six feet, with hair half gray and 
with all the 
Latin 
American's 
sense of hu mor. His air of distinc­ 
tion is well placed, for he was tho 
foremost, phy sician in Nicaragu a, 
head of the national medical fac­ 
u lty and dean of the Medical 
School at the University of Leon. 
He is very happy in the triu m ph 
of his party and of ju stice in 
Nicaragu a. 
In 
an 
interview, 
Dr. 
Sacasa 
noted with satisfaction the ten­ 
dency , especially in Central Amer­ 
ica. to get away from revolu tions. 
He pointed to the recent failu res 
of reb els in Mexico and in Gu ate­ 
mala. 
“ The spirit, of the N icaragu an 
people is now directed toward tho 
b lessings of peace,” he said, “and 
the rest, of Central America is very 
qu iet.

|' mew -circuit court in a similar 
court action. The action in the 
Rush circuit court concerns per- 
sonal property only. 


Earl Logan, in his testimony, 


stated that on the death of his 
father, he-filed papers of admin- 
istration and similar' 
papers 


were prepared "and filed by his 
, step-mother to whom deeds had 
been made prior to his father'^ 
death. The letters of administra- 
tion filed by Emma Logan were 
acepted by the court and those 
of the son -by^a former marriage 
were rejected, he told the jury. 


Following Mr. Logan's testim- 


ony, the lawyers for the same 
nian, jumped into the field of 
expert testimony to prove that 
Oarnge Logan was insane. The 
first witness called was Dr. Cole- 
man of Indianapolis.

The farm bill, one of hundreds

It 
was .drawn up by the agriculture 
onimittee and will be reported 
back immediately after which 
the work of the session will real- 
y begin. 
The task of lifting agriculture 
from the post war depression 
called congress together today 
or its first special session since

SUMMER TRAINING. 


Plans for the organization of the annual 


summer training camps for citizens are going 
rapidly forward all over the United States, and 


'" during the summer months these camps will be 


opened to thousands of young Americans, who 


- 
will be taught the principles of obedience, health- 
ful living and an idea of preparedness. 


Every community is invited at this time to 


be represented in these summer camps. 
The 


government pays all expenses for this undertak- 
ing, and applicants are sent to the nearest gov- 
ernment fort or regular army camp. 


In Eush county the quota for this year is 


' «ight boys, and only two vacancies now exist be- 


fore having the quota filled. There is a chance 
of more than the quota going from here, as oth- 
er counties may not reach their share, and the 
J.eft over list will be distributed among the coun- 
ties having a waiting list. 


The training camp system is our strongest 


reliance in building up at short notice a citizen's 
army when a war emergency threatens. 
But 


there is another influence that contributes ma- 
terially to the effectiveness of those camps and 
permits them to graduate their members with 
such a high degree of proficiency in the short 
time available 
for instruction. 
Many of the 


young men who enroll in the army camps are 
high school students or have recently graduated 
from high schools. 
-' In most of those schools there are cadet or- 
ganizations in which the boys get their first 
instruction in the use of -arms and in military 
tactics. In many of them not only the manual 
of arms and marching drill are taught, but the 
cadets are initiated into battle formations, rush- 
ing the enemy, effective use of cover, and other 
accomplishments that make the efficient soldier. 


In many of our school organizations army 


officers are detailed as instructors, and army 
paraphernalia is loaned for the use of the cadet 
corps. The school authorities sanction the mil- 
itary exercises, but in too many instances mili- 
tary drill is not recognized as part of the regular 
school curriculum. 
Credits are not given for 


military proficiency as for high standing in oth- 
er studies; school hour periods are not allotted 
for military study, and the student is not proper- 
ly encouraged to enroll in the cadet corps. 


Compulsory military training is antagonistic 


to American democracy and students in our 
schools should not be coerced into it; neverthe- 
less, military instruction should be elevated to 
the same plane as other studies in the recog- 
nized school course. 


The mental discipline that comes from in- 


stant obedience to commands, the coordination 
of mind and body that unconsciously follows, and 
the training of the individual as one unit of an 
orderly mass, have a psychological value not 
found elsewhere in the school system. 


The equipment of a student in worthy cit- 


izenship is decidedly lacking if he has been de- 
nied generous experience in all these factors of 
character building. The indirect benefits from 
military instructions 
perhaps 
outweigh 
the 


•direct, but the knowledge gained by the young 
cadet will prove of immense value to him and in 
his country should another emergency like that 
of 1917 confront us. 
' 


Every school superintendent and board ^pf 


education should ponder the matter and acco'rd 
to military drill the part which it rightly de- 
serves in our system of public >education. 


OUR-IDLE'ACRES. 
' 


There are about eighty million acres of idle 


forest land in the United States that should be 
at work. 


Eight million acres of idle forest land conies 


into being every year through man-caused for- 
est fires. 


It is plain where this would lead to without 


a fixed forestry policy that will build up our tim- 
ber at least in small proportions to the rate at 
which it is being reduced. 
v 
, 


Farmers especially should awake to the coun 


try's forest needs. One-third of all our forest 


' land is. in the farm of farm woodlots and small 


holdings. 
Farmers also are the greatest stogie 


class of wood-uses. 


Here in this community the most casual ob 


server has seen the way forest land has been cut 
over. Hundreds upon hundreds of trees are cut 
out annually and none is planted to talce their 
place. 


The problem of our* diminishing forests will 


never be solved by state and federal agencies. It 
is one for every land. owner to consider most 
seriously. 
—

He acquired 
an admiration for the United 
States along with the conyiction 
that it was nowhere near as anx- 
ious to grab territory and oppress 
email nations as some Nicaragiians 
believed. *~

Solor- 
zano after Ilia Chamorro coup d'- 
etat. He was kept from office by 
American marines, but his gallant 
fight against the;: Chamorro-Diaz 
government obt'aihe'd for Nicara- 
gua a Jew million dollars' wot*.h 
of fre<v advertising and finally re- 
sulted in a victory for Sacasa's 
ideas and ideals. And now here 
he is. 


He turns out to be a tall, slen- 


der, graceful man. just short of 
six feet, with hair half gray and 
with all tlie Latin American's 
sense of humor. His air of distinc- 
tion is well placed, for he was tha 
foremost, physician in Nicaragua, 
head of the national medical fac- 
ulty and dean ~. of the Medical 
School at the.University of Leon. 
He is very happy in the triumph 
of his party and ot justice in 
Nicaragua.

In an interview. Dr. Sacasa 


noted with satisfaction the ten- 
dency, especially in Central Amer- 
ica, to get away from revolutions. 
He pointed to the recent failures 
of rebels in Mexico and in Guate- 
mala. 


"The spirit of the Nicaraguan, 


people is now directed toward the 
blessings of peace," he said, "and 
the rest of Central America is very 
quiet. The people have learned 
what sufferings are brought on by 
revolutions and .they won't stand 
for being used as pawns merely to 
satisfy political ambitions. The 
spirit of liberty is as strong as 
ever, or stronger, but it cannot bo 
prostituted to force- unless there 
is real oppression."

A French window on the stair- 


way landing—half way up to the 
[second floor—which opens onto a 
little balcony where one may sit 
and look below at the flower gar- 
den.
